It  started  Friday  at  Kuhorganj 
A  huge  mob  of  Moslems  surrounded 
'he  houho  of  a  Hindu  money  lender, 
demanding  release  of  a  peasant's 
bond  worth  about  $100  and  offering 
about  $35  in  payment 

MONEY  LENDER  BEATEN 
The  money  lender  refused  and  the 
mob  loted  and  burned  his  house,  se- 
verely beating  Its  occupants  Two 
other  Hindu  money  lenders  were 
treated  in  a  similar  fashion. 

Other  parties  of  Moslems  hast- 
ened tn  adjoining  Milages,  stirring 
up  coreligionists  and  riot  and  arnon 
became  general  In  the  district.  Mobs 
pillaged  houses  committing  ou'racc 
on  Hindu  owners,  men,  women  ano" 
children  alike.  Kirshna  Ohandrn 
Roy.  a  wealthy  Hindu  land  owner

Mnnv  Injured 
By  Police  in 
Egyptian  Riot 


ALEXANDRIA.  Egypt.  July  15  — 
At  least  fourteen  persons  were  killed 
and  probably  240  Injured  in  riots 
which  sccompanled  a  general  strike 
here  today,  called  in  sympathy  with 
victims  of  recent  poliUcal  disorders 
at  Mansourah  and  Bllbeis. 

The  authorlUes  tonight  were  at- 
tempting to  clear  the  casualty  list. 
One  report  said  eight  Europeans  had 
been  killed. 

Mahomet  All  Square,  picturesque 
centre  of  the  city,  tonight  was 
wnlled  by  shops  in  which  scarcely  a 
window  remained  unbroken,  while 
debris  Indicated  Uie  violence  of  the 
day's  battle. 

The  disorders  grew  out  of  a  visit 
to  Mansourah  a  week  ago  by  former 
Premier  Nahas  Pasha,  whose  Wafd 
followers  aro  campaigning  against 
King  Fuad'i  Government.  It  lasted 
manv  hours.  The  Alexandria  Wafd 
committee  had  called  s  two-hour 
s'rike  B/.liKercii'  v.Mitir-  started 
the  violence  by  resisting  police  at- 
tempts to  arrest  them  for  smashing

Police  fired  on  the  mobs  from 
rcofs.

At  Conference  With  Cabinet 


I  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  Premier  Tolmie  In  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  Rt.  Hon.  J.  H.  Thomas,  then  Lord  Privy  Seal 
but  now  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Dominions  in  the  British 
Government,  the  advantages  of  British  Columbia  and  the  possibili- 
ties of  the  province  In  respect  to  trade  with  the  Old  Country.  E.  H. 
M  Lloyd,  assistant  secretary  of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board,  is 
in  Victoria  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  with  the  Government 
relative  to  increasing  trade. 

One  outcome  of  his  meeting  with 
the  Cabinet  yesterday  may  result  in 
the  sending  of  a  special  lumber 
trade  delegation  to  Great  Britain  to 
follow  up  the  experimental  work  al- 
ready being  undertaken  there  to  test 
the  suitability  of  creosoted  Douglai 
fir  railway  ties,  and  generally  de- 
velop the  lumber  market  for  British 
Columbia  timber. 

Mr.  Lloyd  has  alro  arranged  for 
a  trial  shipment  of  pears  from 
British  Columbia  orchards;  looked 
Into  the  possibility  of  building  up  a 
trade  in  chilled  fruits.  Including 
cherries,  and  told  The  Colonist  yes- 
terday of  the  headway  being  made 
by  British  Columbia  flower  and 
vegetable  seeds  In  the  United  King- 
dom market. 

PREMIER  TOOK  LEAD 
The  Empire  Marketing  Board  rep- 
resentative said  his  visit  was  In 
answer  to  a  summary  of  British  Co- 
lumbia's opportunities  for  British 
capital  and  labor  prepared  by  Pre- 
mier Tolmie.  whose  Government,  h- 
said,  bad  demonstrated  its  eager- 
ness to  assist  the  board  In  finding 
increased  avenues  of  trade  with  the 
Old  Country

P  M  Preston,  city  engineer.  A  spe- 
cial retort  and  still,  embodying  the 
pulsator  device  invented  by  Marlus 
Rlls.  has  been  a&senibled  at  a  cost 
of  several  thousand  dollars,  for  test- 
ing under  city  supervision  and  with- 
out coe>t  to  the  corporation. 

Claims  for  the  plant  Include  the 
assertion  by  its  inventor  that  it  will 
reduce  the  offal  from  city  garbage 
cans  into  saleable  by-product*  such 
as  tar,  oils  and  gas.  The  plant  has 
a  capacity  of  sixteen  loads 

ExhausU-.e  t-sts  are  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  city,  with  the  aid  of 
Hunt  <k  Co  .  of  Montreal,  an  Inter- 
nationally known  firm  of  analysts 
and  research  chemists,  at  the  lattei 
end  of  next  month,  and  again  in 
November,  to  give  actual  working 
tests  under  both  Summer  and  Win 
ter  condition*  Mr.  Preston  will 
supervise  the  testa. 

The  city  regard*  »J  Important  the 
testing  of  a  device  which,  if  its 
claims  are  substantiated,  would 
mean  the  elimination  of  most  or  it* 
troubles  In  refuse  disposal.  Up- 
wards of  28.000  cubic  yards  of 
Karbage  are  collected  annually  by 
the  corporation  and  towed  to  sea 

If  the  distillation  test  plant  works 
out  satisfactorily,  its  place  would  be 
taken  later  by  a  large-scale  unit  to 
handle  all  city  refuse,  in  construc- 
tion and  equipment  which  would 
cost  $100,000.  but  which  would  show 
•  material  saving  annually  In  the 
reduction  of  waste  matter  into 
usable  by-products. 

8o  far  the  city  has  accepted  the 
demonstration  on  a  cost-free  basis, 
awaiting  results  before  considering  | 
the  installation  of  larger  operating 
unit  here.

Speeches  of  the  Premier  of  Mani- 
toba and  of  the  Prime  Minister 
went  back  Into  the  past,  when  Can- 
ada was  In  her  Infant  days  They 
were  preceded  by  the  reading  of  a 
message  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General,  now  at  Ella  Bay. 
Antlcoati  Island.  The  message, 
which  was  read  by  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor J.  D.  McOregor,  contained  the 
warmest  greetings  and  congratula- 
tions on  the  occasion,  and  expressed 
optimism  as  to  the  future  develop- 
ment and  progress  of  the  province. 

Premier  Bracken  referred  to  the 
fact  that  sixty  years  ago  yesterday 
there  was  no  province  of  Manitoba. 
The  fur  trapping  business  was  about 
the  only  one  of  any  Importance.  He 
contrasted  the  conditions  today.  He 
spoke  of  the  great  advance  In  busi- 
ness, commerce  education,  discov- 
ery, and  he  patl  a  tribute  to  the 
pioneers  who  had  .stood  hardfthlps 
of  the  early  days  and  had  helped 
to  estabh.sh  the  province  on  a  sure 
footing  He  was  happy  that  some 
of  those  pioneers  were  present,  he 
said 

ADDS  CONGRATULATIONS 
Ehf  nrst  words  or  Premier  King 
I  were  congratulations  from  the  Gov- 
ernment and  also  the  people  of 
Canada  on  the  diamond  Jubilee  of 
the  province  He  also  congratulated 
the  province  on  coming  into  posi- 
tion or  equality  with  the  older 
provinces  of  the  Dominion.  He 
though  I  that  the  heart  of  Canada 
would  be  touched  by  the  reference 
of  Premier  Bracken  to  the  pioneers. 
People  of  today  should  ever  have 
before  them  the  sacrifices  of  those 
men  and  women  who  came  out  into 
a  new  and  undeveloped  country  and 
laid  the  foundations  for  those  who 
followed. 

Much  had  been  said  of  the  faith 
and  vision  of  the  Fathers  of  Con- 
federation, said  Mr.  King,  but  he 
doubted  If  they  ever  Imagined  such 
a  sight  as  that  which  today  greeted  I 
them  from  the  Manitoba  Legislative 
Building.  Manitoba  had  become  the  | 
heart  of  Canada,  instead  of  being 
an  unknown  land  situated  BB  fibs 
tmtskifta  of  the  Canada  of  Con 
federation.  It  must  be  a  source  of 
pride  to  Manitoba  to  think  that  this 
was  the  first  province  to  come  into 
Confederation  under  the  extension 
of  the  Dominion.  British  Columbia 
had  come  next  and  then  Prince 
Edward  Island,  and  it  was  not  until 
190f>  thai  the  Dominion  was  made 
complete  by  including  the  prov- 
inces of  Saskatchewan  and  Al- 
berta 

"You  cannot  have  limitation 
without  Irritation."  said  the  Prime 
Minister  in  referring  to  the  natural  | 
resources  transfer.  For  nearly  half 
a  century,  there  had  been  Irritation 
because  the  resources  had  been 
withheld  Fortunately  that  Irrita- 
tion had  now  disappeared  with  Its 
C8MM 

"If  It  has  disappeared.  It  is  due 
entirely  to  the  spirit  of  good*  ■ 
on  the  part  of  the  leaders  In  both 
Dominion  and  Provincial  Govern- 
ments," he  said 

The  return  of  the  resources,  he 
said,  would  make  for  a  more  united 
Canada.

VISITED  THE  ORIENT 
Wh  n  Paul  died,  tan  vrax„  a.;o. 
comparatively  few  of  his  fellow  em- 
ployees In  the  Insurance  offices  were 
aware  ol  it.  because  they  hadn't 
been  aware  of  hla  existence,  al- 
though he  had  been  with  the  com- 
pany for  Seventeen  years.  In  1908 
after  he  had  been  there  for  si;< 
years,  he  took  a  trip  for  his  health 
and  got  to  China.  He  literally  fell 
in  love  with  the  Orient  and  with  Its 
past. 

If  Paul  hsd  been  wealthy  he  prsb 
ably  would  have  lived  there  Tor  the 
rest  of  his  days,  but  he  was  onlv  an 
insurance  clerk  on  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence that  had  Its  ltmitr  He  had 
to  come  home  and  did.  yet  he  waa  a 
changed  man. 

Up  in  a  amall  flat  In  the  Bronx, 
whither  he  rode  by  way  of  subway, 
he  opened  his  trunk  and  counted 
the  golden  threads  of  hla  treasures, 
brocades,  satin  embroidered  hang- 
ings, mandarin  sleeve  bands  and 
skirts. 

•OUGHT  BIT  BY  BIT 

At  the  Insurance  company  he  is 
remembrred  as  a  quite  unromantlc 
figure  who  stinted  himself  on  food 
and  clothing  for  no  apparent  rea- 
son and  liked  to  attend  auction 
sales  of  Oriental  antiques  Occa- 
sionally he  visited  a  Chinese  res- 
taurant and  he  was  known  to  a 
number  of  dealers  in  Chinese  art, 
but  naturally  he  was  a  bargain 
hunter,  because  he  had  to  be,  and 
some  of  his  rarest  pieces  were 
picked  up  In  out-of-the-way  places. 

Once  In  an  upstate  town  he 
passed  a  pawnshop  and  noticed  a 
scarf  In  the  window.  He  went  right 
In  and  dickered,  finally  buying  the 
scarf  for  about  $2  It  was  worth 
lumdjeds  of  dollars.  He  had  seen 
ImirtWiately  that  this  piece  was  of 
an  unusual  weave.  It  was  said  that 
only  one  other  piece  of  the  same 
weave  existed,  and  a  Frenchman 
owned  that 

For  one  bit  of  old  Chinese  fabric 
he  paid  f6.ooo  atid  gave  his  note  for 
•I. 000.  The  asking  price  had  been 
$10,000.  The  Metropolitan  Museum 
refuses  to  make  any  kind  of  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  the  entre  col- 
ieettoo  until  every  piece  has  been 
thoroughly  examined.  It  is  known 
that  Paul  •pent  from  $30,000  to  $40,- 
000  in  assembling  It 

Alan  Priest.  Curator  of  Par  East-

Tor  clarification  of  Oreat 
Britain's  position  respecting  the 
covenant  of  the  League  of  Nations, 
and  for  the  ultimate  formation 
of  a  United  States  of  Europe. 
MANY'  EPISODES 
Diplomatic  episodes  have  crowded 
thick  and  fast  during  the  crisis. 
Italy  sought  and  was  refused  Oer- 
man  support.  France  opened  con- 
versations with  Germrny  regarding 
possible  revision  of  Germany's 
Ee stern  frontiers.  In  return  for  the 
continuation  of  the  Franco-Oerman 
rapprochement  and  German  support 
for  the  European  union  Idea,  which 
has  been  further  strengthened  by 
the  new  American  tariff  and  by  the 
British  plans  for  an  Empire  Tariff 
Union. 

Italy's  apparent  efforts  to  dis- 
sociate the  Little  Entente  and  isolate 
France  on  the  one  hand  and  Jugo- 
slavia on  the  other,  resulted  In  the 
strengthening  of  the  Little  Entente 
at  Its  recent  meeting  and  in  the 
tlffa  total  of  the  bonds  which 
united  the  Little  Entente  nations 
with  France.  These  nations,  with 
Frances  help,  now  in  turn  are 
working  to  secure  better  under- 
standings, first  with  Austria,  and 
second  with  Italy's  ally.  Hungary.

Military  Government  Proves  to 
Be  Only  a  Scare 

LA  PAZ.  Bolivia.  July  15  iC.D.N.) 
—La  Paz  awoke  with  relief  today 
upon  finding  that  a  rumored  coun- 
ter-revolution had  not  transpired 
during  the  night  following  depart- 
ure of  Lieut. -Col.  Jose  Ayoroa. 
member  of  the  military  Government 
Junta,  yesterday  under  circum- 
stances which  amount  to  his  depor- 
tation by  fellow  members  of  the 
Junta  to  appease  the  wrath  ol 
dents  and  laborers  who  had  de- 
manded that  he  leave  the  country 
because  he  was  reported  to  be  pre- 
paring to  overthrow  the  Junta  and 
set  himself  up  as  dictator. 

Ayoroa.  who  was  actively  prepar- 
ing a  revolutionary  movement  in 
the  southern  part  of  Bolivia,  was  not 
originally  appointed  to  the  Junta, 
his  appointment  following  the  re- 
ceipt by  the  Junta  of  a  petition 
signed  by  120  army  officers  belong- 
ing to  a  secret  society  which  Ayoroa 
helped  organize  in  the  army  and 
which  was  active  In  bringing  about 
the  revolution  which  overthrew 
President  8lles. 

Although  he  was  finally  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Junta.  Ayoroa  waa 
never  permitted  to  take  an  active 
part  in  Its  deliberation*.  While 
i  A  he r  members  were  given  cabinet 
portfolios,  he  wai  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed to  London  to  Investigate  the 
graft,  involved  in  the  Vlckers  con- 
tract for  supplying  Bolivia  with  mu- 
nitions durum  the  01*00  war  scare. 

While  accepting  this  appointment 
Ayorca  delayed  his  departure  and 
there  were  constant  rumors  that 
he  was  preparing  a  counter-revolu-

Mr.  Charles  Dunning,  the  Federal  Minister  of 
Finance,  la  under  the  impression  that  the  latest 
Budget  la  the  only  Issue  in  the  present  election 
campaign.  He  emphasizes  his  understanding  of 
'his  from  all  his  platforms.  He  does  not  deal 
With  unemployment.  He  does  not  show  how  Ml 
now  tarif!  schedules  are  going  to  promote  more 
industrial  development  within  Canada,  how  there 
are  to  be  new  markets  for  local  Industries,  and 
how  industrial  plants,  which  have  been  expert- 
fiu-ing  hard  times,  are  to  have  their  difficult-.  ■ 
swept  away.  In  other  words,  he  Ignores  the  pos- 
sibilities of  fiscal  remedies  for  the  unemploy- 
ment situation.  According  to  his  lights  he  Is 
consistent,  since  his  belief  Is  that  unemployment 
is  not  an  issue  of  the  campaign. 

In  his  heart  of  hearts  Mr.  Dunning  probably 
recognises,  as  so  many  others  do.  that  his  Budget 
Is  a  hodgepodge  with  Its  preferences  and  coun- 
K  .  v.uimg  dunes,  which  may  or  may  not  be  ap- 
plied The  changes  In  schedules  are  such  that 
no  man.  not  even  the  Minister  of  Finance,  can 
foretell  their  effects.  Strangely  enough,  however. 
Mr.  Dunning  says  this  Budget  is  ihe  "only"  Issue 
of  the  campaign.  Probably  he  thinks  the  public 
are  suffering  from  a  crossword  mentality  If  he 
believes  they  can  read  the  fiscal  riddle  which  was 
prepared,  with  design  aforethought,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  mustering  votes  to  support  the  falling 
fortunes  of  a  Government  which  has  failed  to 
foster  and  conserve  Canadian  resources  for  the 
people  of  Canada. 

There  Is  another  Minister,  as  well  as  the 
holder  of  the  portfolio  of  Finance,  who  refuses 
to  admit  that  there  is  serious  unemployment  in 
ihe  country.  This  is  Mr  Fernand  Rinfret  He 
has  Joined  with  Mr.  Dunning  in  deprecating  any 
thought  that  unemployment  could  ever  become 
a  political  Issue.  Despite  the  protestations  of 
these  two  Ministers  the  problem  persists  and 
looms  larger  on  the  political  platform  as  the  elec- 
tion campaign  draws  to  a  close.  At  Calgary,  on 
July  2.  a  meeting  of  prominent  cltlsens  was  held 
and  addresses  were  given  by  men  of  all  rtwdfll  Of 
politics,  with  Mayor  Davison  in  the  chair.  The  de- 
cision was  reached  to  approach  Premier  Brownlee. 
United  Farmers'  leader,  and  ask  him  to  call  the 
attention  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  and  his  Minis- 
ters to  the  "serious  unemployment  situation  in 
©■IgaryV'  At  the  meeting  it  was  admitted,  with 
all  frankness,  that  the  condition  had  grown  be- 
yond the  control  of  the  municipality  and  of  the 
Provincial  Government,  and  that  aid  must  be 
sought  from  the  Federal  authorities.  All  Al- 
berta, as  well  as  every  province  In  the  country. 
Is  feeling  the  strain.  The  Edmonton  Journal 
says  that  "one  question  transcends  all  others  In 
the  present  campaign,  and  that  Is  unemploy- 
ment." 

It  is  humiliating  that  in  this  Dominion  with 
Its  Immense  storehouse  of  natural  resources, 
which  have  been  barely  scratched  for  the  benefit 
of  our  people,  such  an  Issue  as  unemployment 
should  ever  arise.  It  has  arisen,  and  the  set  of 
-  ohdit  ions  which  have  brought  It  about  have 
been  fostered  by  the  fiscal  policies  or  the  Gov- 
ernment now  in  power  at  Ottawa  It  is  quite 
useless  for  Messrs.  Dunning.  Rinfret  and  other 
Ministers  of  the  Mackenzie  King  Government  to 
shut  their  eyes  to  the  situation.  A  great  deal  of 
the  responsibility  rests  on  their  shoulders.  The 
Prime  Minister  and  his  following  may  wish  that, 
the  Budget  could  be  made  the  sole  Issue  of  the 
campaign,  but  the  people  cannot  see  It  that  way, 
for  one  reason,  because  they  do  not  understand 
Us  Implications.  What  they  do  understand  || 
tbftl  there  is  unemployment  in  their  midst  and 
that  unless  something  Is  done  It  will  reach  an 
aggravated  form  during  the  coming  Winter. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  driven  by  the  pressure 
of  events,  has  now  promised  that  he  will  call  a 
conference  to  discuss  the  matter  If  he  is  sus- 
tained In  power,  Such  a  conference  would,  no 
doubt,  pass  pious  resolutions  which  would  be  use- 
less in  leading  to  anything  In  the  nature  of  tan- 
gible help  during  the  coming  Winter.  On  the 
other  hand,  Mr.  R.  B  Bennett  has  promised  that 
if  the  Conservatives  are  successful  In  the  election 
he  will  summon  Parliament  to  meet  and  that 
measures  will  be  passed  to  provide  work,  not 
doles,  to  solve  the  unemployment  problem  of  the 
Dominion.  In  this  Issue  the  people  can  decide 
between  the  policies  of  the  two  leaders  of  politi- 
cal parties,  whether  they  want  a  resolution-pass- 
ing conference  or  a  session  of  Parliament  which 
will  deal  immediately  with  a  pressing  problem.

America's  alleged  attitude  of  always  staying 
outside  but  looking  "meddlesomely"  in  on  Euro- 
pean affairs  is  frequently  criticized  by  European 
editors.  Uncle  Sam.  they  say.  should  either  take 
a  whole-hearted  share  In  the  problems  of 
Europe  consequent  upon  the  war,  or  he  should 
let  Europe  manage  Its  own  affairs  and  keep  his 
hands  off.  Now  we  find  a  well-known  Paris 
Journalist.  Andre  Oeraud.  "Pertinax."  of  The 
BchO  d*  PRrip.  (tang  t  Btmlgfl.  *»lk  along  ihwi* 
lines.  It  was  at  the  closing  banquet  of  the 
American  Society  of  Newspapers  that  he  .spoke: 

"I  am  told,"  said  M.  Geraud,  "that  your  Gov- 
ernment Is  more  broad-minded  than  ours,  that 
it  doesn't  resent  in  the  least  the  shafts  of  well- 
meant  criticism,  and  Is  even  thankful  for  them. 
What  a  fortunate  people  you  are!  We  In  Europe 
have  got,  In  addition  to  many  other  undeslred 
monopolies,  the  monopoly  ofv supercilious,  Jealous 
and  Intolerant  statesmen  "  The  European  prob- 
lem. M.  Geraud  continued,  cannot  even  be  ex- 
pressed in  stable  terms  as  long  as  the  unknown 
American  factor  has  not  been  replaced  by  a  defi- 
nite figure— positive  or  negative.  "You  arc  sup- 
posed to  be  omnipotent,  and  recently  you  had 
only  to  take  the  trouble  to  file  a  request  to  get 
from  proud  England  a  50  per  cent  share  In  the 
imprrium  of  the  seas.  You  have  Imposed  on  the 
whole  of  Europe  the  Covenant  of  the  League  of 
Nations— It  was  embodied  In  the  Treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles to  suit  the  home  politics  of  one  of  your 
residents,  and,  as  a  result,  the  whole  development 
of  post-war  Europe  was  prejudiced." 

Not  content  with  this  diatribe,  M.  Geraud 
added  that  under  American  Influence  the  occu- 
pation of  the  Ruhr  had  been  scrapped,  and  the 
Dawes  plan,  to  be  followed  by  the  Young  plan, 
made  a  substitute  for  It;  that  only  two  years  ago 
America  had  Intimated  that  she  was  willing  to 
sign  the  Pact  of  Paris,  and.  as  a  consequence,  the 
League's  Covenant,  America's  own  creation  of 
only  nine  years  before,  was  thrown  back  into  the

NAVAL  D I 'TIES 


One  or  the  contentions  put  forward  In  favor 
of  the  London  Naval  Treaty  came  from  two 
American  representatives  when  a  statement  was 
Issued  by  Mr  Stlmson  and  Senator  Reed  to  the 
effect  that  the  Naval  Part  allows  the  people  of 
the  three  greatest  naval  Powers,  Great  Britain, 
Japan  and  the  United  States,  "to  rest  secure  In 
the  knowledge  that  no  one  of  them  can  be  at- 
tacked In  their  home  waters  by  any  navy  on 
earth."  ThJs  statement  was  characterised  as  an 
appeal  lo  common  sense.  Possibly  security  In 
home  waters  Is  the  major  consideration  con- 
fronting the  United  States.  It  is  a  different  mat- 
ter with  other  nations,  and  chiefly  so  with  those 
whose  domain  stretches  far  beyond  the  confines 
of  the  home  land.

Sir,  —  As  the  tag  day  for  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  Is  to  be  held  on 
Saturday  next  I  should  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  contradicting  a 
rumor  that  the  society  Is  no  longer 
In  need  of  voluntary  subscriptions 
since  It  received  a  legacy  from  the 
late  Mrs  Brooks. 

I  can  best  explain  this  by  quoting 
from  the  last  report  as  follows: 

"Through  the  generosity  of  the 
late  Mrs.  LUias  Mary  Brooks,  the 
society  finds  Itself  In  the  possession 
of  a  fund  which  somewhat  relieves 
the  financial  burden.  This  sum  of 
money  is  placed  in  trust  with  the 
Royal  Trust  Company,  thereby  con- 
serving the  principal  for  all  time, 
and.  at  the  same  time,  Insuring  a 
steady  Income  of  $48  per  month. 
Though  Lhis  income  Is  of  great 
benefit,  to  the  society  it  only  pro- 
vides a  minor  portion  of  the  means 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  work." 

The  disbursements  for  1929  totaled 
11.746.79.  This  year  the  expenses 
will  be  In  excess  of  this  sum,  prob- 
ably $3,000.  The  Society  appreci- 
ates the  generosity  of  those  who 
subscribe  as  members,  but  the 
amount  collected  In  addition  to  the 
Income  received  from  the  Brooks 
legacy  is  inadequate  to  meet  ex- 
penses. 

In  April  of  this  year  the  Toronto 
Humane  Society  held  a  tag  day  and 
received  t2SfiT9  as  a  result.

Colony  and  Luanda 

H  William  Gauld.  district  super- 
intendent of  the  Kenya  Colony  and 
Uganda  Railway,  arrived  in  this  city 
Monday  en  route  for  England,  to- 
gether with  Mrs.  Gauld  and  their 
small  son. 

Kenya  Colony  has  a  growing  tour- 
Lr,t  trade,  many  of  the  visitors  being 
from  the  United  States.  This,  says 
Mr.  Gauld.  Is  largely  attributable  to 
the  fact  that  the  colony  abounds  in 
big  game  of  all  kinds,  the  railway 
running  through  country  which  was 
recently  shot  over  by  the  Prince  of 
Wales  during  His  Highness'  last 
"safari." 

These  big  game  expeditions  gen- 
erally employ  about  100  native  por- 
ters, besides  a  white  hunter  ay  guide, 
and  leave  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  behind  them.  Recently  an 
American  motion  picture  company 
has  been  making  a  picture  in  Kenya 
Colony,  which  will  be  entitled 
"Trader  Horn,'  and  released  ahortly. 

Referring  to  trade  conditions  in 
Kenya  Colony  and  Uganda.  Mr. 
Oauld  said  they  were  affected  by 
the  general  depression  which  has 
been  felt  all  over  the  world.  Never- 
the)e*s.  a  record  In  the  output  of 
matse  from  Kenya  Colony  was  es- 
tablished this  season,  one  and  a  half 
million  begs  being  shipped  out  of 
the  country.  The  large  part  of  this 
crop  is  grown  by  Euroj>ean  farmers, 
employing  native  labor,  although 
the  natives  themselves  grow  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  maize.  A  rec-i 
ord  shipment  of  cotton  came  from  ^ 
Uganda  last    year,    although  this 

year's  crop  has  been  spoilt  by  ad-  ]  Nile  will  shortly  be  bridged.  In  order

Such  a  delegation, 
he  said,  would  have  a  ready  hearing 
Dg  for  It,  and  would  be  able  to 
do  much  to  encourage  the  use  of 
British  Columbia  timber  products  In 
Great  Britain. 

In  referring  to  this  Mr.  Lloyd  told 
of  the  plans  of  the  Empire  Market- 
ing Board  this  year.  "Four  million 
dollars  has  been  voted  by  Parlia- 
ment tn  encourage  the  Increased 
use  of  Empire  products  tn  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom,  with  special  reference 
to  products  from  the  Dominions. 
The  board  Is  concerned  only  with 
lm ports  into  Great  Britain,  and  be- 
lieves that  much  can  be  done  along 
these  lines. 

"We  are  arranging  with  W.  W. 
Duncan.  British  Columbia  markets 
commissioner,  for  a  trial  shipment 
of  British  Columbia  pears  to  the 
United  Kingdom.  There  would  ap- 
pear to  be  quite  a  future  In  pears 
for  Vancouver  Island,  and  they  do 
exceedmgly  well  here,"  continued 
Mr.  Lloyd. 

SAW  EXPERIMENTAL  FARM 
"I  visited  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farm  at  Bazan  Bay  this

with  whom  I  discussed  the  question 
of  contagious  diseases  in  animals, 
with  particular  reference  to  his 
valued  work  In  the  study  of  con- 
tagious abortion  In  cattle. 

"The  Blng  cherries  of  the  Island 
are  wonderful,  and  we  may  yet  see 
shipments  of  chilled  fruit  to  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  board  is  also 
studying  the  problem  of  wastage  in 
Canadian  apples,  In  co-operation 
with  Mr.  Palmer,  of  the  Summer- 
land  station.  We  have  now  learned 
the  best  time  to  pick  the  apples  for 
shipment,  and  much  about  packing 
that  will  assist  the  development  of 
the  trade  in  this  commodity. 
B.C.  FLOWERS  IN  LONDON 
"I  was  greatly  Interested  in  the 
seed  and  bulb  Industry  of  the  prov- 
ince, and  notably  the  Island.  For 
some  years  now  the  Empire  Market- 
ing Board  has  made  a  display  of 
your  seeds  and  bulbs  In  London 
parks,  and  these  displays  have  at- 
tracted much  attention.  Unfortu- 
nately. In  so  far  as  bulbs  are  con- 
cerned you  are  not  yet  able  to  meet 
your  local  market  needs  in  this 
respect,  but  there  is  no  doubt  about 
the  quality  of  the  product. 

"The  cVUrman  of  the  board.  Rt. 
Hon.  J.  H.  Thomas,  now  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Dominions,  came 
to  Canada  last  Autumn,  and  met 
Premier  Tolmie  here  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. He  was  much  impressed 
with  what  British  Columbia  has  to 
offer. 

PREMIER  PRAISED 

•The  Premier  was  good  enough  to 
prepare  for  Mr.  Thomas  a  full  sum- 
mary of  the  possibilities  for  British 
capital  and  labor  in  this  province, 
and  this  is  being  followed  up.  It 
will  lead,  we  hope,  to  the  develop- 
ment of  closer  relations  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  this  province." 

While  at  Vancouver,  en  route  here, 
Mr.  Lloyd  met  a  number  of  promi- 
nent British  Columbia  lumbermen 
and  took  up  with  them  the  question 
or  promoting  sales  of  Douglas  fir  In 
the  United  Kingdom.  One  result 
Is  that  a  trial  shipment  of  fir  ties 
for  creosotlng  is  already  on  the  way 
to  England  and  will  be  treated  under 
the  process  used  for  th?  preserva- 
tion of  sleepers  on  English  railways.

MAY  SEND  DELEGATION 
Early  action  may  follow  on  the 
suggested  visit  of  British  Columbia 
lumbermen  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
where  their  tour  would  be  arranged 
by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board. 
On  other  occasions  the  cost  of  send- 
ing such  a  delegation  has  been  borne 
in  part  by  the  British  Columbia 
Government  and  In  part  by  the  lum- 
ber trade  Itself.  An  Instance  of  this 
was  the  recent  visit  of  British  Co- 
lumbia lumbermen  to  Australia. 

While  every  phase  of  British  Co- 
lumbia Imports  to  the  United  King- 
dom was  discussed  at  the  confer- 
ence, the  arrangements  for  trial 
shipments  of  Douglas  fir  are  re- 
garded as  of  the  highest  Importance 
at  this  time,  when  the  British  Co- 
lumbia lumber  markets  have  suf- 
fered a  severe  slump  and  operators 
are  said  to  be  working  at  about  60 
per  cent  of  the  normal  volume.  A 
further  shutdown  In  British  Colum- 
bia camps  Is  heralded  for  next 
month,  unless  new  markets  are 
found  by  that  time. 

VISITOR  IMPRESSED 
Mr.  Lloyd  expressed  himself  as 
greatly  impressed  with  the  possibili- 
ties he  saw  In  his  visit  to  the  prov- 
ince, and  appreciative  of  the  atti- 
tude with  which  he  had  been  re- 
ceived by  Its  Government.  It  was 
Just  such  co-operation  that  the  Em- 
pire Marketing  Board  had  hoped  to 
find,  and  would  lead  in  all  probabil- 
ity to  the  development  of  a  consider- 
able Interchange  of  goods  between 
British  Columbia  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  he  said. 

He  Is  returning  to  England  with 
data  secured  on  many  lines  of  re- 
lated products  in  lumber,  agricul- 
ture, seed  production,  and  also  the 
Importation  into  Canada  of  pure- 
bred stock. 

GOVERNMENT  ACTIVE 
The  arrival  of  Mr.  Lloyd  to  discuss 
with  the  Government  the  channel* 
through  which  trade  with  Oreat 
Britain  may  be  increased  is  a 
natural  development  or  the  quiet 
but  persistent  efforts  or  Premier 
Tolmie  and  his  ministers  to  expand 
the  volume  of  exports  from  British 
Columbia.

The  most  dastardly  statement 
that  had  been  made  by  a  -  public 
man  In  the  Dominion,  declared  Mr. 
Dickie,  was  that  made  by  Premier 
King  when  he  said  in  effect  that 
no  attention  would  be  paid  to  the 
want  of  the  women  and  the  children 
in  a  province  which  had  gone  Con- 
servative. 

"We  do  not  want  any  dole  in 
Canada,''  said  the  speaker,  "to 
undermine  the  morale  of  the  work- 
lngmen  of  tills  country." 

Mr  Bennett,  who  did  not  make 
promises  idly,  but  who  stood  by  what 
promises  he  made,  had  given  the 
assurance  that  If  returned  to  power 
he  would  call  the  House  together 
and  tackle  the  problem  of  evolving 
a  policy  that  would  solve  this  ques- 
tion of  unemployment  and  at  the 
same  time  develop  the  country. 

Alluding  to  the  efforts  he  had 
made  to  obtain  the  drydock  for 
Esquimau.,  in  co-operation  with  Dr. 
Tolmie,  when  the  Premier  of  this 
province  was  the  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  for  Victoria,  Mr. 
Dickie  pointed  to  the  advantage 
that  that  dock  had  been  In  giving 
employment  to  a  large  number  ot 
men  in  this  community,  even  though 
most  or  them  had  to  obtain  the  red 
ticket  of  membership  In  the  Liberal 
Association  before  they  could  be 
employed. 

At  the  meeting  last  night.  Mr. 
Dickie  was  assisted  by  D.  B. 
Piunkett.  the  candidate  for  Victoria 
He  praised  the  splendid  qualities 
possessed  by  Mr.  Dickie  as  a  repre- 
sentative man  and  the  unflinching 
way  in  which  he  had  advocated  a 
protective  policy  for  the  Dominion 
or  Canada  ror  the  maintenance  of 
Canadian  industry. 

They  could  feel  assured,  said  Mr. 
Piunkett.  that  Mr.  Bennett  would 
carry  out  all  the  promises  he  made 
If  he  were  given  power.  Mr. 
Bennett  had  assured  his  followers 
in  the  House  that  these  promises 
were  not  idle  election  bait. 

NO  VAIN  PROMISES 

"I  am  not  going  up  and  down 
Canada  to  make  promises  I  am  not! Bay  In  that  year 


going  to  carry  out,"  Mr  Bennett  had 
told  them. 

Mr.  Piunkett  attacked  the  policy 
which  had  been  pursued  by  the 
Liberals  with  regard  to  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  Industry.  That  party 
had  brought  the  Industry  well  nign 
to  ruin  by  the  deaf  ear  turned  to  the 
needs  ot  those  engaged  in  It. 
Finally,  it  had  to  admit  that  a 
seasonal  duty  was  necessary  after 
the  fact  had  been  brought  home  by 
the  Conservatives. 

With  regard  to  the  Dunning 
budget,  he  said  that  the  Liberal 
Government,  pretending  to  be  sure 
of  its  ground,  was  unable  to  give 
any  Idea  of  the  revenues  to  be 
derived  rrom  this  budget  when 
worked  out.  The  budget,  he  said, 
did  nothing  for  the  textile  Industry.

WINNIPEG.  July  16.  —  The 
Dominion  Government  has  not  for 
years  contributed  a  single  dollar 
toward  bringing  foreign  Immigrants 
into  Canada.  Premier  Mackenzie 
King  told  a  large  audience  here 
tonight.  He  made  this  statement 
in  answer  to  a  question  asked  from 
tho  floor  of  the  auditorium. 

Mr  King  said  that  some  foreign 
Immigrants  had  come  in  under  rail- 
way agreements.  "But."  he  added, 
"last  April  we  informed  the  railway 
companies  that  they  must  stop  re- 
cruiting for  the  bringing  In  or 
foreign  Immigrants,  and  they  know 
that  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
Government " 

It  was  an  enthusiastic  meeting 
and  the  Prime  Minister  met  with 
applause  when  he  declared  that  the 
Government  was  willing  to  give 
"dollar  to  dollar"  to  provinces  and 
municipalities  which  would  start  a 
programme  of  constructing  subways 
under  level  crossings,  to  meet  the 
unemployment  situation. 

He  repeated  and  empaslzed  his 
statement  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment was  willing  to  assist  any  prov- 
ince which  reported  unemployment 
too  great  ror  It  to  meet. 

"But."  he  asserted  once  more, 
we  have  not  received  a  communica- 
tion from  any  Provincial  Govern- 
ment stating  that  it  is  unable  to 
cope  with  the  situation,  and  asking 
for  Federal  assistance."

Mackenzie  King  Records 
that,  instead  of  refusing  MRnlNtOH 
that  as  soon  as  the  •Government 
was  advised  that  the  people  at 
Tranquille  desired  a  hook-up  to  fol- 
low the  campaign,  permission  was 
given  for  such  service  for  all  political 

The  information  obtained  at  tb>e 
Parliament  Buildings  is  that  per- 
mission was  sought  from  Premier 
Tolmle  to  allow  radio  connection 
being  made  by  means  of  the  tele- 
phone for  the  bOSptti]  ut  Tranquille 
It  was  explained  that  there  was  a 
■Mil  charge  in  connection  with 
this  and  the  .staff  of  the  hospital  €U 
not  apparently  care  to  incur  the 
expense  without  permission. 

Dr.  Tolmle  at  once  took  the  matter 
up  with  Hon.  S.  L.  Howe,  Provincial 
Secretary,  under  whose  department 
the  control  of  the  sanatorium  comes. 
Immediately  upon  receivng  the  re- 
quest. On  July  11  Mr  Howe  sent 
a  message  to  Dr.  Latt.  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  hospital,  which  read 
as  follows: 

"You  are  authorited  to  permit 
radio  hook-up.  Kamloops  to  Tran- 
quille. by  any  political  party  during 
this  Dominion  election." 

Evidently  acting  on  this,  the  con- 
nection was  made  for  the  hearing  of 
l)r  Manlon.  With  regard  to  any 
refusal  to  allow  any  hook-up  which 
may  have  been  made,  the  Govern- 
ment has  no  knowledne 

It  would  appear  that  Dr.  Chlaholm 
was  acting  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Latt 
durmg  the  latter's  absence  on  holi- 
days.

HUGE  INSURANCE 
FRAUD  UNFOLDED 


Conspiracy    |n    Death    Claims  Re- 
sults In  ll.fMB.fi00  Being  Paid 


NEW  YORK.  July  15  An  Insur- 
ance executive  who  observed  «t  oup- 
posedly  dead  man  hurrying  on  hta 
way  to  work  started  an  Investiga- 
tion that  has  disclosed  a  million - 
dollar  conspiracy. 

He  recalled  he  recently  saw  John 
McCoy's  death  certificate.  The  ex- 
ecutive Inquired  about  it  It  was 
all  news  to  McCoy. 

The  insurance  man  told  Di.slrlct 
Attorney  Parh.  of  Richmond  County, 
who  soon  discovered  thirty -nine 
other  persons  on  whose  supposed 
deaths  the  Metropolitan  Insurance 
Company  had  paid  death  benefits 
ranging  from  $482  to  $3,500 

The  employees  of  the  company 
were  arrested,  charged  with  falsify' 
ing  records.  None  of  the  pen.ons 
whose  death  claims  had  been  paid 
were  aware  of  it 

The  district  attorney  estimated 
Insurance  companies  had  been  de- 
frauded of  $1000.000  on  false  death 
claims  throughout  the  city. 

He  said  each  claim  involved  theft 
or  countei  felting  of  an  offit  t»»l  death 
certificate,  bank  and  health  depart- 
ment seal,  and  forgery  of  names  of 
the  doctor,  undertaker,  cemetery  of- 
fioer.  health  department  clerk,  wit- 
nesses and  beneficiaries.

NEW  YORK.  July  15. -Most  at- 
tention has  been  attracted  in  the 
last  few  days  by  the  leadership 
during  the  upturns.  The  operators 
who  have  been  working  for  higher 
prices  have  used  tho  lasues  which 
are  most  popular  with  the  public, 
and  their  efforts  have  been  re- 
warded by  rii  increased  outside 
participation  The  public  buying 
has  been  more  general  than  in  Msbm 
time,  confirming  the  views  that  an 
active  and  strong  market  Is  neces- 
sary to  bring  outsiders  Into  the 
market  on  the  long  side. 

Evidence  that  the  floating  supply 
of  recent  odd-lot  accumulating  has 
been  seen  in  the  manner  in  which 
these  stocks  have  moved  forward 
when  the  groups  have  started  activ- 
ates. The  cumulative  Influence  of 
the  odd-lot  buying  has  been  making 
itself  le It  with  the  lines  of  least 
resistance  recently  having  been  on 
the  upside. 

That  many  new  pools  have  been 
organized  Is  rumored  all  over  the 
street,  with  leaderships  In  the 
groups  credited  to  operators  who 
had  been  away  from  Wall  Street 
and  out  of  Ut?  market  for  some 
time.  It  has  been  reported  that 
even  some  of  the  recr.it  bears  hare 
entered  the  folds  of  the  bull  pools 
for  a  tum  In  the  market,  and  have 
been  successful.  Wall  Street  to 
watching  the  bearish  professionals 
because  It  to  expected  that  those 
who  put  stocks  downward,  will  give 
the  bulls  a  cantest  and  put  the 
market  to  another  test.

The  whole  thing  In  so  far  as  to- 
morrow 'a  market  ls  concerned 
simply  boils  down  to  one  cf  the  two- 
hour  dips,  which,  since  the  market 
definitely  embarked  on  its  advance 
last  Friday,  represents  about  all 
the  setback  you  are  going  to  get 
and  as  a  result  a  good  spot  to  buy 
stocks.  Once  turned,  which  I  be- 
lieve will  be  the  case  by  the  next 
week,  the  programme  for  the  mar- 
ket i.s  probably  one  calling  for  an 
advance  of  about  244  to  248  In  Uie 
Dow  Jones  industrial  averages.

bulled  the  market  as  to  afford  un- 
pr 05 parous  business  m£n  b  flm? 
chance  to  take  a  profit  instead  of  a 
loss. 

Formerly,  our  banking  and  fi- 
nancial ^systems  were  so  decentral- 
ized that  every  drop  of  security 
liquidation  was  squeezed  out  before 
credits  deflated:  but  this  time  the 
very  strength  of  our  financial  sys- 
tem enabled  the  captains  of  tnduMrv 
and  finance  to  check  the  liquidation 
last  Fail. 

Trade  prospects  were  never  so 
good  ss  generally  painted  In  Janu- 
ary, nor  so  bad  as  recently  ,  pic- 
tured In  public  addresses  during 
December  and  January.  I  pointed 
out  three  different  lines  of  tangible 
evidence  that  the  trade  depression 
should  reach  bottom  In  July.  A 
panicky  feeling  never  endures  as 
long  as  thirty  days,  and  never  has 
In  the  economic  history  of  this 
country.

In  brief,  this  is  probably  the  last 
and  best  buying  opportunity  of  the 
whole  1929-30  debacle.  There  I* 
overwhelming  evidence  that  Uie 
ss  depression  to  scraping  rock 
bottom  right  now.

During 
the  course  of  his  testimony  he  men- 
tioned Rosenbaum's  name,  and  was 
Immediately  interrupted  by  attor- 
neys for  KOMO.

"Do  you  mean  L.  N  Rosenbaum. 
of  New  York?"  he  was  asked. 

"I  mean  L.  N.  Rosenbaum.  of  Se- 
attle and  New  York,"  Pierce,  who  Is 
vice-president  of  the  Northwest 
Broadcasting  Company,  replied.  "He 
is  associated  with  me." 

Pierce  said  that  he  had  first  be-

Seal  hunters  enjoyed  a  very  suc- 
cessful voyage  m  Newfoundland  this 
year.  The  Newfoundland  sailing 
fleet,  constating  Uu*  year  of  seven- 
teen vessels,  made  a  total  catch  of 
241,000  seals,  an  Increase  of  40.000 
seals  over  1929.  The  seals  had  a  net 
value  of  $400,000.  an  increase  of 
144.000 

The  fishery  Ml  prosecuted  this 
year  by  six  auxiliary  schooners  in 
addition  to  eleven  steamer*.  Some 
2J20  men  were  engaged.  The  sail- 
ing fleet  wiled  under  very  favor- 
able conditions  and  three  days  after 
sailing  the  seals  were  struck  Five 
days  from  the  time  the  ships  let:  St 
John's,  the  fleet  was  in  a  seal  field 
estimated  to  be  fifteen  miles  In 
diameter. 

Again  this  year  a  bl- plane  was 
used  lo  locate  live  seals.  It  was  put 
out  of  commission  early  In 
period  devoted  to  the  catch,  and 
was  not  used  again,  but  it  served  IU 
purpose  in  striking  the  seals  without 
delay. 

FAVORABLE  CONDITIONS 

Ice  conditions  in  the  North  were 
the  most  favorable  In  several  years, 
and  some  captains  reported  that 
there  were  more  seals  apparent  than 
ever  before  In  their  experience  Im- 
mense hearts  of  old  seals  were  en- 
countered in  the  mouth  of  the 
Straits  of  Belle  Isle. 

Newfoundland  fears  the  extinction 
of  the  seal  and  while  the  enlarged 
cAlch  this  year  raises  some  hope 
that  the  seal  Is  not  dying  out.  it  l& 
not  to  be  expected  that  these  mam- 
mals, which  are  capable  of  pro- 
ducing only  one  young  per  J'«r,  will 
be  able  to  stand  up  against  the 
modern  Inventions  that  have  been 
used  to  destroy  them,  particularly  as 
seal  iishing  is  only  conducted  at 
the  time  when  the  mother  seals  are 
helpless  after  the  birth  of  the  young 
seals.  The  mother  brings  forth  their 
young  It  the  end  of  February  or  m 
the  early  part  of  March  on  the  level 
floe  Ice  called  whelping  ice.  which 
cornea  along  the  east  and  west 
coasts  of  the  colony.  The  large 
steamers  engaged  in  the  seal  fisher- 
ies are  protected  against  the  Ice, 
they  have  wireless  to  communicate 
with  the  land  and  with  one  another, 
and  now  they  have  Introduced  the 
aeroplane  to  direct  the  vessels 
where  possible.  Modem  repeating 
rifl*?s  with  expanding  bullets  are 
Staad  |0  kill  the  seals.  Every  year 
there  is  a  great  loss  from  thousands 
of  seals  being  killed  and  their  bodies 
lost  upon  the  Ice. 

DOUBT  FOR  FUTURE

WASHINGTON.  July  15.— Pacific 
Coast  railroads  received  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  per- 
mission today  to  make  North  and 
South  freight  rates  between  Cali- 
fornia seaports  and  the  North 
PaOIk  ports  to  Oregon  and  Wash 
lngton  to  meet  steamboat  compe- 
tition. 

The  commission's  order,  effective 
November  26.  allows  the  rail  lines  to 
maintain  higher  rata*  to  and  from 
Intermediate  territory  and  inland 
points,  where  the  water  competi- 
tion is  not  effective,  while  reducing 
charges  to  the  seaport  areas. 

The  new  adjustments  involve 
situations  where  rail  rates  will  be 
nigher  lor  short  distances  than  lor 
longer  distances  over  the  same 
routes.  The  commission  placed  limit* 
on  this  for  the  Pacific  rail  lines 
holding  that  generally  existing  ratet 
through  intermediate  Inland  potBtl 
should  not  be  increased  above 
present  levels,  and  that  intermediate, 
points  should  not  be>  charged  more 
than  100  per  cent  above  the  charge* 
to  ports.
